EXE CUTIVE MES SA GE. 


. Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly: 
You have convened under the Organic Act and Laws of this 


=" Territóry to consult for the public good, and to fulfill faithfully | 


and honorably the important trust confided to your care. The 
people of New Mexico have placed in your hands by their suffra- 
ges the important trust of enacting such' laws forthe protection 
of their rights and interests as the exigencies of the times and 
the circumstances by which we are surrounded demand. "While 
performing e this duty it devolves both upon the Legislative and 
Executive departments to make’ their actions conform with the 
Constitution of the United States and the Organic Law of Con- 
gress by which the people of this Territory were taken under the 
' protection of the Federal Government. 

A painful infirmity with which His Excellency, Governor Con- 
“nelly, has been afflicted for several years, compelled him to leave 
the Territory in order to obtain surgical aid which could not be 
procured here. In ‘consequence of this necessary absence, 
the duties and responsibilities of the Executive Depart- 
ment of the Territory have devolved upon me; and in-confor- 
mity with custom (if not also with law) I appear before you to- - 
day in person to call your attention to the important subjects 
which will require your consideration and legislative action. In 
welcoming you to the seat of government, it affords me great 
pleasure to EE you upon the favorable circumstances 
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under you haye assembled, especially so, when we take into con- 
sideration the fact that during, and after the last session of the 
Legislature our Territory was invaded by an enemy who with their 

hostile regiments, rebels. to the Government of the United States, 

threatened this Territ tory with ruin. They tirove to cover the in- . 
iquity of their marauding inread under the pretence that they 
were under the authority cf a new Government they called “The ` 
Confederate States," but which in truth is n otiing but a rebel or- 
ganization which aimed to destroy the free government under 

which we have lived and prospered and to whose flag and protec- 
tion our good faith, confide ence, hopes and sorely should ever 

be given. They came to enforce upon this Territory the abhor- 
red system of African slavery for the extension of' which this 
great rebellion has been inaugurated. 

_ Through the timely aid of the Federal Gover nment, the prompt 
response.of the valient soldiers from our sister Territory Colora- 
do, the gallant little army from California under General Carle- 
«ton, and of the native volunteers, the invaders have been driven 
from our soil, the Ünion forces have taken possession of El Paso 
“and Fort Bliss, and detachments have been sent to Camp Quit- 

mah and Fort Davis the latter being 200 miles East of El Paso. 

All the other Forts in the North West of Texas have been evacu- 

ated. Forè Clark 120 miles from San Antonio being the near- 
est Fort to El Paso held by the Texans. This relief from the 

invaders of our soil and the general state of health which. we are 
permitted to enjoy call vpon us to be devoutiy thankful to the 

Author of all good for his merciful protection, and should in- 
cline us to render ali the aid in our power for the restoration of 
peace to our unhappy country, and for the support of the general 
government against the Rebels who are seeking to destroy the 
Union established on a Constitution which has incorporated in it 
the great principles of the Divine Government which never can 
be destroyed, and hence gives us a fill guaranty that Freedom 
and the Union will finally overcome a rebellion the most causeless 
that has ever oceurred in ihe history of nations, the suppression 
of which demands the United and hearty co-operation df all loy- 
al citizens. 

During the last session of the Legislature Acts with the follow- - 
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ing titles, were passed which failed to become Laws in consé- 
quence of the absence of the Governor who left the capital dur- 
ing the session by the request of Col. Canby, the Military com- 
mandant of this Department to aid in repelling the invasion. of 
the Territory, viz: 

. Ist. To provide for the payment of the volunteer mounted 
forces who served under the Command of Col. Manuel Chavez, | 
18 x campaign against the Navajo Indians in the autumn of ^. 
. 2d. To repress the vice of gambling. . 
9d. To increase the pay of Judges of Probate. 
4th. To unite the 13th and 14th precincts of the county-of 
. San Miguel, and to regulate the SE of the 9th and 11th 
precincts of said County. 

5th. To proportion the fees of Sheriff, Collectors, of the diff- 
ent counties of this Territory. 

- 6th. Providing for the prompt payment of the Territorial Tax- 
es to the Treasury by the Collectors. 

Tth. Regulating the mode of payment of the amada done by 
the various tribes of Indians who plunder the citizens of this Ter- 


ritory. - 
I here submit to your honorable body the acts just named for 


your consideration and. action. 

Iherewith lay before you the Reports of the Auditor of Public 
Accounts and the Treasurer of the Territory from which it ap- 
pears that the amount received during the last fiscal year ending 
November 15th, 1802, is nine thousand siz hundred and 
stzty-six dollars hd Fifty one cents ($9,666 51.) to which 
is to be added the money on hand at the end of last year $327 94, 
ameunting in all to the sum of $9,994 45. The Texritory was 
in debt at the close of the last fiscal year, ending November 15, 
1861, the sum of two thousand siz hundred and thirty-two 
dollars and seventy-five cents ($2,632.75.) + The expendi- 
tures during the past year amounted to eight thousand three 
hundred and seventy-eight dollars and thiriy four cents 
($8,378 84.) leaving a balance in the Treasury of one thousand 
siz hundred and thirty-six dollars and eleven cents. 

It is ns great pleasure that I announce to you that our Terri» 
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tory is entirely out of debt, and that the above amount $1,636 
11 is on hand—this sum would have been more but for the seiz- 
ure from our Treasurer by Col. Scurry of the Texas rebels of 
$116 08, and by General Sibley from Lorenzo Mono, Collec- 
tor of the County of Bernalillo of the sum of $275 20; these 
sums amounting to $991 28, are included in the accounts of dis- 
bursements by the T Treasurer and E recommend that your Honora- 
ble Body approve of +the"samo. - 

The Collectors of the Counties of Taos, Mora, San Miguel 
and Socorro have not paid their last four monthly collections and 
the amounts, due by them will therefore be included in the pres- 
ent fiscal year ending Nov. 15th, 1868. 

- The county of Doña. Ana has not paid a single dollar since 
‘April, 1858. I have lately appointed officers for the organization 

of that county and I hope that they will attend to the collection 
of the revenue. 

I would most respecttully recommend that measures be adopted 
to correct the abuses in the collection of thefrevenue which are re- 
ferred to in the report of the Auditor. A law prohibiting the. 
granting of any license until the receipt of the collector for the 
money paid in is submitted to the Probate Judge would certainly 

_ increase the revenue of the Territory. 

. Dis due to Santa Fé county, that I should say that the greatest 
punctuality has been observed by the collecting ofücers in making 
their returns and paying over the publie revenues, andit is with 
pleasure that 1 add that the expenses attending the District Court 
for the county of Santa Fé, have been more than overbalanced by 
the fines imposed and collected at each term. The prompt ac- 
tion of the court and officers is very creditable to this County and 
worthy of imitation by the other counties of the Territory. 

The permanent success of all free governments is dependent 
upon the intelligence of the people, hence the subject of pare- ` 
mount attention for all Legislative bodies is GENERAL EDUCA- 
TION, the importance of which should be evident to every lover of 
bis country, and yet I fear, that the majority of mahkind are en- 
tirely ignorant of what constitutes an Education, of its elements, 
er the primary principles which enter into its constitution. You 
will please indulge me, while I express a few thoughts upon the 


à 
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primary and proper .signifleation of the term General Educa- 
tion, and endeavor to show the obligation which rests upon every 
one, not only £o receive an education himself, but Iso to endeav- 
or to enable others to enjoy the same privilege and means of hap- 
. piness; and moreover to show the advantages arising to every 
State and Territory from a general diffusion of knowlédge and a 
proper system of instruction. | 
By the term education is generally meant, rather a develope- 
ment of the intellectual powers of the mind, than a full develope- 
“ment of the man—in the latter sense we take the ter m,which is 
evidently implied by.the primary signification of the word, from 
e and duco tolead or draw out the powers of the mind ‘and physical 
energies of the man to develope the entire man to pay strict regard | 
to all his powers, which have been given to him to be uséd and which 
require to be exercised and cultivated in order to the developement 
of the man physically and morally as well as intellectually, 
- we conceive that we have here fully given the definition of the 
term education and by the qualification general we only mean that 
this education (such as we have defined it) should extend to the 
whole body of the people, hence by the terms general education we 
mean a developement of all the powers of the whole mass of the 
"people, mental moral and physical, — `. 

We argue that the Creator of man intended that man should be 
educated for the obvious reason, that he has not been endowed with 
those instineis necessary for his happiness both physical and social 
which have been implanted in thelower orders of creation. Dis | 
not in accordance with common sense to suppose that if the Author 
of man had not intended that he should be thus educated He would 
have given him instincts sufficient to guide him through life and 
render him happy; since then these instincts have been given to those 
animals Which are far beneath man, and over which he has unlimited 
sway, and mankind has beenleft almost entirely destitute of them 
is it not reasonable to infer that the Creator designed thatman 
should derive his rules of action from some'other source, and since 
there is no other source with whichman is acquainted whence to 
derive these rules of action save a developement of those faculties 
which have been given to him itis obvious that it was intended 
by the Creator that man should use those faculties ag méans of 
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social happiness, thus we see that every one is under the physical 
necessity of using those powers of mind and body with which he ` 
has been endowed in order to attain to that degree of happiness 
which God designed he should possess and moreover since the 
physical necessity rests upon all the human race,.itis plain that 
they all should be so educated as to derive the greatest amount of 
happiness from a proper use of those powers both of mind and 
body which they possess. From this we draw the argument that 
education should not be confined to the few only but should extend 
to all from the least to the greatest, this should be the case im 
every country professing to be civilized, especially in every country 
avowing republicanism where the whole body of the people are so 
intimately connected that whatis the happiness of one is the happi- 
néss of all and where the goverment is instituted ““deriving its just 
powers from the consent of the governed.” Teis not only a privilege 
which men enjoy to educate themselves but it is also an imperative 
duty which they are called upon to discharge by an established law 
of their nature and which no human decision can annul or alter, but 
which is as fixed and immutable as the nature of man himself and 
to which all are bound to submit or abide the consequences; 
and a neglect of which would certainly endin the overthrow and 
ruin of every ‘government, as is well attested by the history of 
. the world, which has exemplified that ‘ignorance is inseparably 
connected with crime” and crime has been the forerunner of the 
fall of every government that has ever existed. 

In the able message of Governor Connelly to the last. Legisla- 
ture he called attention to the importance of establishing manu- 
factories here, which I repeat. 


MANUPACTORIES. 


“There is no branch of industry that contributes more to the 
prosperity of a people, than manufacturing. Its benificial effects 
dre felt throughout all the ramifications of society and fill a vacu- 
um in the body politic that never can be filled in its absence. It 
furnishes the basis upon which the largest portion of the world’s 
commerce is founded. It populates large districts, gives life.to 
the business of cities, whitens the seas with the sails of all na- 
Gs administers to the comfort and convenience of the 
world. | 
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We in New Mexico depend entirely upon foreign markets for 
the purchase of all the manufactured articles in useamong us. 
Iron, nails, steel, leather, woolen fabries, everything indeed, is. 
bought away from home and transported over the Plains when ev- 
ry one of the articles named could be economieally manufactured 
. here. In the present method of furnishing our markets with these 
supplies millions of dollars are drained from the Territory which 
neyer return, and which go into the pockets of manufacturers in 
the States. The elements of manufacturing success abound in 
New Mexico. Our iron oar is uncommonly rich, coal abundant 
and labor cheap. There is not one article into the fabrication of 
‘which iron enters but what could be produced as cheaply in our. 
Territory as it can in any other part of the United States. The 
. Same may be said of leather, of which article there is also a large . 
. amount consumed annually by our people. Our forests abound 

with timber which yields a bark of the best quality for tanning 
purposes. "lhousands of hides are yearly thrown away as worth- 
less because there is no market for them. With these induce- 
ments before them it is strange to say that the people haveneglec-. 
ted this branch of business entirely and have depended on the: 
- States to get leather for the most ordinary uses. The wool which 
our sheep would give for the manufacture of cloth is almost inex- 
haustible in quantity and could be bought for a price merely no- 
minal. Tens of thousands of sheep are now left to get clear of : 
their wooly coats as best they can, because their owners can ob-. 
. tain no compensation for clipping it from their backs. 


Capital applied to either or all these branches of manufacturing 
could not but produce largeincomes to.the capitalists and at the 
same time give an impetus to the material progress of the Terri- 
tory that would be astonishing. Iam fully persuaded that the 
absence of establishments of the kind mentioned is not attriba- 
table to à want of enterprise on the part of our people. In this 
respect they dc not differ materially from the inhabitants of other 
portions of the country. But for reasons already mentioned, 
fheir pecuniary resources have been crippled to such a degree that 
only small amounts of funds have been accumulated by individ- 
uals in various districts of the Territory, and it has-not been pos- 
sible to aggregate them in quantities sufficiently large to meet ex- 
penses which must necessarily be incurred to put costly machinery 
in motion." | | E 


Our wool was disposed of here last year to my knowledge at 
from nothing up to 10 cents a flecee, the owners of the animals 
being glad to get the wool from the sheep's back without trouble 
to themselves: this wool was transported across ihe plains to the 
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States there manufactured and probably returned herein cloth, 
clothing and blanket$ to be sold with all the costs of transporta- 
tion, profit, labor, etc., added. 

Other illustrations could be given but enough has been said to. 
show that in this Territory we need such a system of education to 
develope the manufacturing facilities which we possess, and to 
furnish labor to our own people who grow up in idleness and vice 
for want of proper employment. Agriculture is the natural ayo- 
cation of man, when he was ereated and placed in ““the Garden of 
delights" he wastold to cultivate it, and so long as he did $0, and 


. viola ated no law of his Creator he yas happy in his employment ; 


and if he fell and the earth was accursed for his sake the sentence 
was not against the employment, but rather an argument inits fa- - 
vor; since in eonsequence ‘of the curse it became indispensably 
necessary to pursue it. The same feelings, ne ene natare that 
before the fall rejoiced in the Pomegranate an 1 the Date, that fed 


,upon the luxury of rewarded labor, and the rich fruits of happy 


industry were still vouchsafed to him, and in the exercise of them, . 
though there were difficulties in the way, thorns and briars, still 
there was happiness. To satisfy the demands of our nature we 
must have farmers, and to be happy in-the employment they must 
be good farmers. Iknow there is a vulgar prejudice against 
such a calling, and against labor in general; but it is truly a vul- 
gar one, the noblest powers and the noblest men in all ages have 
given their suffrages in its favor. Kings and Emperors, Philoso- 
phers and Warriors, Senators and Statesmen all have paid hom- 
age to its interests, and lent their patronage, power and wisdom 
to push forward its progress. We have only to look back upon 
the history cf agriculture to see, that it has not only been the best, 
the wisest and most honorable men that in all ages have been 
the prime movers in its advancement, but, also that it has been a 


great aid to almost all real civilisatiof and substantial. national. 


improvement. It would seem to be a work of supererogation to 
discusss as a controverted question the great importance of agri- 


«cultural and pastoral pursuits to a people liké ours, and indeed, 1 


-do not feel justified on this occasion to enter into that detail of 


facts and argument which could be arrayed in its favor and which 


. would make the balance sheet show in nollars and cents the enor- 
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mous nett profits that a judicious system of the culture of the soil 
and improvement of the sheep, horses and cattle of this country 
would annually pour into the pockets of our people. | 

. Congress became so fully convinced of the importance of In- 
dustrial education that at their last session they passed “an act do- 
nating Public Lands to the several States and Territories which 
may provide.colleges for the benefit of agricultural and mechanic 


aris"? which was approved by the Pr esident July 2, 1862. 
The Territory of New Mexico, by this act will be entitled. to 


. Thirty thousand acres of Lands. It also provides that the Legis- 
lature shall express its acceptance thereof within two years from . 
the date of its approval by the President. I would therefore most’ 
respectfully call your attention to the propriety of enacting a law 
- by which an industrial college shall ‘be established at Santa Fe, 
“where” (as a expressed in the 4th section of the act of Congress) | 
the leading object shall be without excluding other scientific and 
classical studies, and including military tactics, to teach such 
branches of learning as are related to agriculture and the mechanic . 
arts, in order to promote the liberal and practical education of the ` 
industrial classes in the several pursuits and professions of life 
And also to amend the “act providing means for the education, 

- “of children” approved Jany., 27th 1860, so as to create the office 
of Territorial Superintendient of Schools, to be appointed bien-. 
nially by the governor with the advice and . consent of the Terri- 
torial Couneil, with sufficent powers and conpensation to enable 
him to visit every county in the Territory and provide schools for 
the education of the children. And I would further suggest to 
your Honorable Body to inemorialize the Congress of the United 
States, to grant to this Territory, in lieu of the lands donated for 
an Industrial college the sum of Thirty Thousand Dollars in’ 
money, and in lieu of the sixteenth and thirty-stxth sections, 
for common school-purposes one hundred thousand dollars to 
be invested in good securities and the interest to be appropriated 
annually for the purposes specified. As you are well acquainted 
with the fact that necessarily all the land of any value in the set- 
tled portions of this Territory are already in the possession of 
private persons, and that a grant of-land here would henge 


for years be of little: or no value, you will seo the propriety of

We are a"free peoplé and as such our Legislature at its last 
session with but. one dissenting voice. condemned and put slavery 
from among our Laws by the repeal of the “Act providing 
for the protection of slave property in this Territory.”’— 
Congress of the United States has also declared “Freedom the 
fundamental Low of the land," by the passage of “an act to 
“secure freedom to all persons within the Territories of the United 
States, approved June 19, 1862” by which it is declared ““there 
— . shall be neither slavery nor involuntary servitude in any of the 
"Territories of the United States, now existing or which may at 
any time hereafter be formed or acquired by the. United States, 
otherwise than in punishment of crimes whereof the parties shall 
have been duly convicted.” ‘This is in substance the same as the 
act proposed by Thomas J efferson, (Fhe Father of Democracy, } 
in 1784 and which ifit had then passed would have spared the 
nation the political controversy upon that subject which has exis- 
ted for the last 30 years, and averted the unhappy war, arising 
from the iniquitous rebellion which we are now engaged in sup- 
pressing. L have felt it to be my imperative duty to call your 
attention to this subject, being convinced by the unanimous and 
prompt action of the last Legislature, and the expression, in their 
manifesto ‘that; they. “have condemned and put slavery 
from among our Laws, because it Ze not congenial with 
our history, our feelings or interests,” that the people of 
this Territory desire to do away with oli involuntary servi- 
tudeamd as there are in our midst probably six hundred Indian, 
captives who are now held in servitude most of whom have been 
purchased by their present masters and are held without any au- 
thority of Law in this Territory, and: whom if turned loose, as 
they must beby our eourts without any provision for their protec- 
tion would place them in a worse condition than they are now, 
and would be adding another to the adverse elements that are al- 
ready in existence which render the property and lives of our cit- 
-izens insecure from the depredations of the Indians by whom we 
are surrounded, I feel that the proper disposition of these captives 
ig a grave question, one which should receive the undivided atten- 
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tion of every member of this Legislature, and should be determin- 
ed with a view to do justice to those who haye paid their money 
for them, to the full exercise of humanity towards the captives 
and at the same time to do this in accordance with the Law of 
Congress and with an especial view to economy in regard to our 
Territorial Treasury, for our people have certainly been. required 
to suffer loss enough by Indian depredations without being now 
taxed to pay for the. Indian captives set free. After full con- 
sideration-of the whole subject I have concluded that the proper. 
` course for this Legislature to pursue would be to memorialize . 
Congress for an appropriation to give a reasonable compensation 
to the owners of these captives, and to ask also that Congress by . 
. Law make a disposition of them, by returning those whose tribes 
are friendly to their people, through-the Superintendent of Indian 
affairs, and to make such disposition of those whose tribes are un- 
friendly as Congress in their wisdom may think best, 

I would also in this connection call your attention to the Law 
approved July 20th, 1851, with the caption “Master and ser- ` 
vant,” Revised code, page 358, and amendment approved Janw- 
ary 14th, 1852, page 362, a also the amendment. approved 
, January 26th, 1859, G page 26th. While this Law com- - 
monly called “the Peon Law” expr essly confines its. provisions i 
to voluntary servitude, it is evidently opèn to and is abused so 
as to render many persons subject to GE servitude üR- 
der its operations, 

As this law is misrepresented by many I will here say Tm 16 
provides that “all freemen and 1 women where no Ingal impedi- 
ment exists may celebrate this species of contract.” | 


“That parents cannot contract away the services of their chil- 
dren except only in certain specified cases,” 

“That the parties may in the first place agree upon the kind of 
service, the duration and the pay.” 

“That the service of the servant becomes bound to his master l 
for anindebtedness founded upon an advancement made in cousid- ` 
eration of services.” 


“That the servant cannot leave his master during the time em- 
braced in the contract unless he shall prove some one of two eay- 
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ses to exist, mentioned in the statute, shall obtain his ‘master’s 
consent or shall also pay what he owes him.” 

“That no-court of this Territory shall have jurisdiction, nor. 
shall take cognizance of any cause for the correction that mas- 
ters-may give their servants for neglect of their duties as servants 
for they are considered as domestic servants to their masters, and

“Tf the servant is a parent and dies the children are not c com- 
pelled to serve in his stead.” | 

“That the contract may be entered into before Probate d udges 
or Justices of the Peace who shall authenticate, or attest the same 
ge ws they may, accounts between the parties. | 

“A Peon or servant losses none of his rights as a citizen by 
as with-a master to serve him. He is under no pound 
disqualifications.” - 

*He may vote” at all elections, andif ‘Otherwise legally qual-. 
. ified, his servitude does not render him under this Law ineligible ` 
to the offices of the Precinct, County, MEUS and Delegate 
in Congress.” . . : | 

Such are some of. the — which -the “Peon system,” (as 
commonly called) presents in this Law. While the Law expresse 
ly confines: its provisions to ST servitude, i itis evidently 
open to, and is abused so as to render many persons under it sub- 
ject to oppressive servitude; Y would respectfully commend to. 
the consideration of your Honorable Body the able decision of the 
Supreme Court of this Territory in the case of Mariano Jarami- 
Ilo, ws. José de la Luz Romero delivered by the Hon. Chief Jus- 
- tice, Kirby Benedict, in which this Law is fully discussed, and, 
but: for itslength 1 would now with pleasure read it to you, 

Y would recommend that this Law be se amended as to conform 
to the old Spanish and Mexican Law and also to the Kearney 
Code in all of which “¿he same course of proceeding was left 
a master to collect his debt, from his servant or Peon as in 
the ordinary way from any other debtor." s 

Congress at its last session made the usual appropriation of 
Twenty thousand dollars for the pay and contingent expenses 
of this Legislature ete. with the Proviso that “Five thousand 
dollars, or so > much thereof as may be necessary shall be used to 
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revise and print the laws'of New Mexico.” This vill lenve only 
Ateen thousand, dollars “for compensation and'mileage of the 
members of the Legislative Assembly, officers,¿clérks, and con- 
tingent expenses of the assembly etc.” and will render it necessa- | 
ry to exerciselthe strictest economy in our expenditures," 

In conformity with the Law authorizing the revisal and publica- 
tion of the Laws, the Hon. Chief ‘Justice-Kirby Benedict, Facun- 
do Pino, Esq., and Charles P. Clever,. Esq., have been appoints | 
ed the commissioners, they are now engaged in this important 
work, and as the Law requires them to report to the Legislature I 
would recommend that you appoint a Joint Committee orr the 
revisal and codification of the laws, to ‘confer with the comission- 

era so thatthe work can be fully completed before the adjourn- 
ment of this Legislature and placed in the hands of the Secretary 
of the Territory to be printed during the coming summer. More 
than half the civil officers of the Territory are without copies of 
the Laws, a8 they are out of print, prompt and careful action is 
therefore essentially necessary, so as to give a perfect code and 
furnish it at the earliest possible period. ` 

Tregret exceedingly to be compelled to call your attention to 
the fact that since the adjourment of the last Legislature. our citi- 
~ gens have suffered much from the depredations committed by the 
Indians, several valuable lives have been lost and a large amount 
of property stolen notwithstanding the efforts, made by the United 

States troops stationed in our Territory, assisted by our citizens 

to prevent such occurrence, the savage tribes encouraged by the 
rebel invaders of our soil made their depredations so frequent, and 

the prospect for the future became so alarming as to induce his . 
Excellency Governor Connelly on the 14th of Sept, last to issue 
his proclamation calling upon the militia, to organize and be ready 
to March on the 15th of October to the Navajo country, every thing 
in the power of the Executive to get np an effective campaign 
against these savage robbers has been done but, I am sorry to be 
-ompelled to say that there hagoheon' a disposition manifested by 
a portion of the militia to disobey the call to assist in protecting 
thelives and property of the community 

It sometimes occurs that militia are called upon to render service 
at times when many cannot leave their homes without inconveni- 
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ence and great sacrifice, and as the militia Law of this Territory 
makes no provision by which the Governor can be supplied with 
the means fortheir equipment and subsisterice, T deemed it proper 
to applyto the Secretary of War for authority to raise two Regi- 
merits of volunteers to continue in service during the war, unless 
discharged before; and to be used for campaigns against the Indi- 
ans. . The reasons for this application are obvious. If volunteers 

. are called for, such men will enter the service as can leave their 
homes conveniently, and having entered the service of their coun- 
try willingly. cheerfully and of their own accord, they will be more 
likely to ‘render good service than those who may be forced to 
fight by compulsion and at times when their presence may be ab- 
solutely2 necessary at home. I entertain no doubt that a sufficient 
number of good men would responed to thecall of their country 
whenever necessary to meét any probable contingency which may 
arise; all they will want is an assurance that they will be subsis- 
ted and. paid for their services as are other volunteers by the Gen- 
eral Government. ` 

Several applications have been made to me under the Act amen- 

- datory of the militia law of this Territory approved Jan. 9th 1860 
pamphlet, page 8, and sections 88 89 and 40 of the Militia Law 
Revised Code page 889, and I have invariably refused to grant 
the conimision because the provisious of the Law were not compl- 
ied with; no roll of -the men was furnished to me in accordance 
with the requirement of the Law. 

I would respectfully call the attenton of this Legislature to the 
section and amendment of the Militia Law just referred to, and 
urge upon you the propriety of their amendment so that they will 
be in conformity with the Laws of the United States. The Law 
provides that any person who can raise a force of not less than - 
200 men nor more than 225 men desiring make a campaign aga- 
inst any tribe of Indians at war with the Territory may do so, un- 
der the provisions and restrictions. specified in the 88th section of 
the militia law. The lawgrants ttle persons engaged in campaigns 
against the Indians the spoil thai" may be taken, and thus propo- 
sed to dispose of property captured in war which to my mind 
is a right which belongs alone to the General Government, and 
cannot be properly exercised by any other power. The Government | 
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of the United States has reserved to itself the exclusive rigth to 
regulate all the Indian affairs within the Territories thereof, Hence 
it is evidently illegal for a Territorial Legislature to enact a Law 
“which authorizes a policy to be pursued towards the Indians of the 
Territory that may. be at variance .with that which the General 
Government may desire to carry out. It is true that the. policy 
authorized by the Territorial Law is that which has been pursued 
from the settlement of this Country by Don Juan Oñate in the 
year 1595 to the present day, a period of 267 years. The inha- 
bitants of this Territory, and the neighboring tribes of Indians 
have mutually plundered each other, and each has reaped the bitter 
fruits of this barbarous policy, a policy which in my opinion will. 
ever render the lives and property of our citizens insecure—Instead 
of short and predatory. campaigns, l am fully convinced that we 
must have military Posts established in the ` heart of the couniry 
occupied by the Indians, similar to the Post just established - by 
Brig. Gen. Carleton at THE BOSQUE REDONDO an the Pecos 
River to.be known as FORT SUMNER, which while it will afford 
protection te peoplé who, this winter may be anxious to open farms 
along the rich valley of the Pecos, it will also offer like protection 


.: to those who may wish to move their flocks and herds to the ex- 


tensive grazing lands that lie between Anton Chico and that pomt 
a distance along the river of some ninety miles. At the same 
time it does this, it will be a barrier to the incursions of the Kiowa 
and Comanche Indians, and will — the northeri gig of 
the Mescalero Apaches.. 

We must have sufficient force not for a month or two o but for i a 
year or two to entirely subdue the Indians making at all times a 
distinction between those. who are friendly and willing to lahor 
and those who are in hostility against the government. I am in 
favor of treating Indians kindly when they behaye well, and pun- 
ishing them severely when they misbehave; the mode of. punish- 
ment is very apparent and at no great trouble if the right way | 
is adopted. Whenever any portion of our citizens shall be legal- 
ly called into service for campaigns against the Indians they will 
be entitled to receive pay for their services out of the Treasury-of 
the United States, and need not resort to plunder for compensa- 
tion. k 
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. Beveral tribes of the Indians of New Mexico, have for many 
years claimed the right to roam: where they pleased in the Terri» 
tories of Colorado and New Mexico and they have exercised this 
claimed right which has resulted. in various ' depredations and 
meh loss of life and property. I have personally been with these 
Indians i in their lodges and camps in their mountain retreats. I 
have converged with them and after obtaining. from them their 
views and maturely considering. their history and the policy of 
Spain, Mexico and the United States toward them, L have become 
fully convinced that Treaties should be made as soon as possible 
with allthe Indian tribes of New Mexico and Colorado requiring 
each tribe to cultivate peaceful relations with: all other Indians 
and binding them to cease hostilities with all tribes who are at 
peace.with the government of. the United States; ` The Indians 
of New Mexico who are hostile should be effectually conquer- 
ed, which I trust will be done, by our troops ere long and Treat- 
jes. should then be made with all the tribes of New Mexico to ob- 
‘tain from them the relinquishment of the right they claim to 
roam where they please in this Territory. That in consideration 
o£ this claimed right they should receive a certain specified tract 
of Land as their Reservation, the boundaries of which should be 
fully defined, the Indians to be required to remain on it, and all 
other persons excluded therefrom except when permitted by the 
agent, The United States should give the Indians a reasonable 
- -coripénsation for the relinquishment of this claimed right in an- 
nual payments for a term of years, not payable in money but 
in-such articles of clothing provisions and. farming implements as 

would be necessary for their comfort and enable them to cultivate 
de soil À Carpenter, Farmer and Blacksmith, should be em- 
ployed for each tribe to assist them in.the erection of houses, the 
eultivation of the soil and the repairs.of farming opa a 

' An industrial school. should be established on each Reservation 
-— in the Treaty it should be specified that al! children between 
eight and sixteen years af age should Ae placed im the 

"v of the agent to be educated, the government agreeing 
“that period they shall be clothed and fed, and that the children 
during that tinre shall be required to labor at least two hours per 
day under the direction of the agent. The children being thus 
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made the charge of the agents would be hostages for the good be- 
havior of the adults. The Indians of New Mexico arè at this 
day as uncivilized as when the United States first took them in 
"charge, and it is my opinion that they will remain in the same 
state until they are settled on Reservatións and compelled to cul- 
tivate the soil fo? their maintenance, and allow their children 
to be educated mentally, morally and physically, this alone Í 
think will save them and place this country in a condition for the 
developement of its Pastoral agricultural and mineral resources, 
end save the citizens from the constant depredations of the Indi- 
ans all of which in a few years would pay the general government 
more than the outlay SE and without it I am convinced 
that they will continue to sink deeper into degredation so long as 
a generous government or their practice of begging and stealing 
“will afford them a means of subsistance. T am convinced that 
the Indians should be thus placed on Reservations and be compel- 
led to remain on them as a matter of economy to the government 
and also a benefit in every way to all parties interested and could 
I reach the ear of each and every member of the United States 
Congress I would ‘beseech them for the sake of humanity to enact 
. as speedily as possible a Law providing’ in this way for the pro- 
tection of the citizens of New Mexico. This you can and I trast | 
vill do by à memorial. e | 
— At the last session-of the een ces an act was: passed | provi- 
ding «for making reports of Indian depredations crimes and mis- 
demeanors.”? The Secretary of the Territory is required to fur- 
nish the several Probate Judges with blanks for thereports, The 
present. Secretary of the Territory during the month of September 
last sent to the Probate Judges of each. County, for each Justice 
of the Peace in the County, a copy of the Ee and the necessary 
blanks for the reports, but owing to the short period of time which 
has elapsed full reports have not been received. As soon as they 
. come to hand, 1 will submit them to your honorable Bodies in form. 
as required by the Law. | EC 
During the last session of Congress the intercourse Ds appro- 
ved June 30th, 1884 was amended so ag to prohibit the traffic: in 
intoxieating drinks with all Indians, and they enacted the penalty 
of ‘imprisonment for a period not exceeding two years and a $uie 
& 
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‘of not more than three hundred dollars,” against “any person 
who shall sell, exchange or give, barter or dispose of any spiritu- 
ous liquor or wine to any Indian under the charge of any Indian 
Superintendent or agent appointed by the United States.” This 
includes all-the Indians of New Mexico without any exception.— 
The Law of this Territory approved January 10th, 1858, page | 
328 Revised Code, making it a penalty to sell liquor to Indians is 
a good one with the exception of the proviso in the First Section: 
That Pueblo Indians that live among us, are not inclu- 
ded in the word Indians." | 
. I would recommend that this Proviso be repealed, because it 
nullifies the operation of the Law, as other Indians furnish the 
means to the Pueblos to buy liquor, they get drunk together and 
cónstant disturbances are the result, and also because it is in con- 
flict with the Law of the United States which makes no distinction 
whatever. ` 
. In connection with the subject of Indian afons à in general T 
detis to eall your attention tothe provisions. of Law touching that 
subject so far as it relates to the losses of the people, growing 
out of the depredations of the Indians upon their property. Now 
Mexico is a pastoral country unsurpassed in the United States for | 
the rearing of stock with but little expense and in great abun- 
dance, the climate, the nature of the country, and the abundance 
of nutritrious grasses throughout the year, fit this country pecu- 
liarly for the rearing of sheep and cattle with no expenses but 
that of a few DNA to.lóok after them, as they are never fed 
or housed at any season of the year. But unfortunately for the 
prosperity of our people the numerous bands of Indians within 
“amd bordering on New Mexico, have never been collected togeth- 
er, nor subjected to the restraints of civilized life, numbering 
“over forty thousand and having been trained from generation to 
generation to steal and plunder whenever necessity or opportuni- 
ty gave them an excuse for so doing, it is not strange or wander- 
ful that many outrages have been committed and much valuable 
property plundered from our people annually, nor is it strange 
that you should ask earnestly and often, is this never to cease?— 
And the innocent and helpless sufferers, never to receive any in- 
demnification for the losses they have sustained? In 1846 when 
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General Kearney took possession of New Mexico, in his procla- 
mation to the people he promised on the part of the United States 
protection against such lossesg. The Law of “reason and com- 
mon sense teaches us that when the people surrender to govern- 
ment their allegiance and in all things conform to mandates of 
the supreme Law that protection of life and property is obligato- 
ry upon the government in the fullest degree for without it the 
ends of the government are not att rained: It is the duty and in- 
terest of a nation not only to make itself great and powerful, but 
also to make itself beloved, and the rendition of speedy justice to 
. the injured and oppressed is the strongest and most enduring tie 
of affection between the people and the nation. It was with tha 
purpose of providing a speedy remedy for such losses that the 
17th section of the Indian intercourse act of the 30th of June 
1834 was passed. That Section provides for the payment of 
depredations committed by Indians having annuities, and if the 
Indians have no'annuities out of the ‘Treasury of the United 
States. As the Indians of.New Mexico are without annuities it 
has resulted that no payment could be made until Congress made 
an appropriation for that purpose, and as Congress has omitted and 
. faild to make the appropriation, it results that the loss of the peo- 
ple goes on from year to year increasing, and the people are de- 
luded with the hollow promise.of indemnifieation contained in the 
Law, thus made, abortive by the omission to IE the 
money required to pay these claims. Every Goverhor of New 
Mexico, every Superintendent of Indian affairs of this Teritory, 
every Commissioner of Indian affairs for the last ten years has 
recommended the investigation .and settlement of these claims.— 
Upon the recommendation of the Commissioner of Indian Affairs 
and the Secretary of the Interior a bill has been reported by the 
Committee on Indian Affairs of the House of Representatives and 
is now pending for the appointment of a Commission to investi- 
gate and report upon the claims referred to, Í recommend in 
view of these facts that you at an early day again earnestly me- - 
morialize Congress to pass that bill, or to make appropriations to 
be placed in the hands of the Secretary of the Interior of a sum 
sufficient to pay such of those claims as may be satisftorily proven 
to be just, andlegal. If the Indians are permitted to continue 
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their depredations without restraint they will have an increase on- 
, ly limited by their capacity for plunder and the productive indus- 
try of thé people. A deep sympathy with you for your losses, 
'and an abiding conviction that the faith and hoñor of a great na- 
eg are involved i in providing for “am eventual indemnification” 
has induced me to say this much on this topic, ` 
“The subject of a good. sound currency in our country is one 
which has occupied the attention of statesmen and financiers ever 
since the existence of the Union, and especially has it required 
the consideration of the present able Secretary of the Treasury 
and the Congress of the United States, and has resulted in the au- 
thority to issue Treasury Notes of various denominations from one 
dollar up to one thousand - dollars which have been made “a legal 
tender’ > and are therefore as good as the credit of the United 
States, which no loyal citizen will-for a single moment call in ques- 
_tion.. That there-should be no trouble in regard to small change so 
-as to facilitate business transactions a Law was passed and appro- 
ved d uly 17th, 1862, authorizing the Secretary of the Treasury to 
furnish to the assistant. treasurers and such designated Deposita- - 
ries of the United States as may be by him selected," stamps of 
small denominations, and in order to remedy the evil under which 
all classes of our community are laboring (from the poor boy who 
owns but one burro with which he brings wood to town up to the 
wealthiest citizen.) Application has been made to the Treasury 
Department at Washington to furnish a sufficient quantity of notes. 
and stamps of small denominations to the United States Depositary 
whom the Secretary of the Treasury has established in Santa Fé so 
as to supply the demand for change ange and prevent the extor- 
ions and inconveniencies which are now frequently i incurred. The 
notes and stamps will ere long beincirculation here. In the mean- 
time individuals have taken upon themselves to supply the demand 
for change by the issue of small notes and checks which may be 
good or not as the case may be, in some instances I know they have 
been issued in violation of Law and the losses have generally fall- 
en upon the poorer classes of the community. 
. Congress has now made it a penal offence to issue any ““note 
check, memorandum, token, or other obligation for a less sum than 
one dollar intended to cireulate as money, or to be received or used 
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as lawful money of-the United States.” As Congress also has 
authorized and caused to be circulated notes from one dollar up to. 
one thousand, dollars there is now no necessity for individuals to. 
make issues of notes. would therefore recommend the enactment 
of a law prohibiting the circulation in this Territory of small notes 
from other States and Territories, and also prohibiting the issue 
of any notes or checks as a cireulating medium br any person in 
this Territory inorder to prevent irresponsible parties from issuing: 
notes as money, and for the purpose of giving full credit and cir- 
 eulation to the money of the Government of the United States. ` 

I would eall your special attention to the present condition of the 
Library and archives of this Territory allof which for want of 
_ provision for their préservation and a person to take charge of 
them are going to distruction, this should no be as there are books 
‘and manuscripts, some of which: furnish probably the only history 
extant of this Territory while in the possession of Spain and old 
Mexico, and contain Laws: and Decrees, of those time which are 
valuable and should be preserved; For some years thero has been 
no Librarian on account of the small amount of compensation ( one 
hundred dollars per annum. )- Y would recommend that the Law be 
. amended so as to increase the salary to an amount sufficient to 

justify the acceptance of the office by a compétent person, and that 
an ‘appropiation be also madeto fix up the rooms withshelves 
. sufficient, so that the Books can d cleaned classified and d cata- 
logue made of them., - | 

The dilapidated condition of the Palacein which the Halls of: your 
_ respective bodies are will daily be before you' and will suggest the. 
propriety of an earnest appeal to Congress to provide means for the 
completion. of the Capitol building whose unfinished walls stand in 
sight, or an appropriation for the repairs of the Palace and the 

erection of rooms for the accommodation of the EE and 

civil officers of the government. ` 

- I would most respectfully pi your attention to that portion of 
this Territory called Arizona in which is included the county of 
Doña Ana. This county comprises within its limits a Territory of 
about seven hundred miles in length and one hundred milesin width 
with a population of about 6000 whites 21 colored persous and 4900. 
Indians. Initis to be found that portion of the Territory lying 
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in the region of the recent gold discoveries, A number of our cit- 
izens and emigrants from the States have already located there. 
A party of miners under the celebrated mountaineer Capt. Joseph 
R. Walker, left here last week to thoroughly explore the Gila 
country. From the latest and best information I have been able 
to obtain from this new Eldorado a very extensive emigration 
(probably. enough to double the present population) must be ex- 
pected during the coming season from California following in the. 
wake of the successful expedition of Brigadier General Carleton 
who has stationed his troops in such a manner as tó secure the 
. protection of the miners. Owing to causes which I deem unnec- 
essary. to mention here there has not been an election in that por- 
tion of our Territory for the last three years, and hence there 
have been no civil officers and no courts held in that part of the 
"Third Judicial District. My attentión was called to the impor- 
tance of the organization of that county, and in conformity with 
Law approved January. 23, 1861, I forwarded on the: 20th of 
October commissions for the civil organization of the county.— 
This county you are awáre includes within its: boundaries gold 
fields, silver, copper and lead mines which could be made as pro- 
ductive and valuable as any upon this continent. What addition- 
al legislation may be necessary for the protection of its citizens 
“and tó regulate their intercourse it will be your duty to deter- 
mine. | 

I might here -— that a memorial to the Sinis Gen- 
eral asking for mail service from the States to some point with- 
in the gold fields of New Mexico, and thence to California might 
not be inappropriate but of great importance. This subject was 
considered of so much interest to the whole country that last 
winter General George Wright, commanding the Department of 
the Pacific sabaid to the General in Chief a proposition to 
have the Southern overland mail route opened by volunteers from 
California, and to have certain Forts in New Mexico then held by 
the Rebels occupied by our troops. General McClellan accedéd. 
to this and Brigadier General Carleton was directed to organize 
end conduct a military expedition from California across tho 
great desert to the Rio Grande, to give practical effect to the pro- 
position. ` This duty was ably performed and we have now in our 
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midst this distinguished officer with his brave Command, and loy- 
al troops from California now occupy Mesilla, and "Tucson, Ari- 
zona, and General Carleton has very wisely established ~a milita- 
ry Post in the. Apache Pass which commands the spring with a 
garrison of sufficient force to keep the Indians from the water and 
thus make them abandon the locality. This Pass is on the great 
thoroughfare to. California and has to be gone through.by all per- 
sons traveling by the southern route in consequence of the water 
which is to be had in it. "The Indians understood this and they 
“have for several years been in the habit of committing murders, 
and robberies in that vicinity upon travelers. The Cañon or Pass 
is about four miles long, and the mountains on either side are. 
precipitous and high which enables the savages to conceal them» 
` selves and make their attacks from above and under covert; upon 
no consideration will the Indians in future be permitted to occupy 
the place. Had a military Post been established there long ago 
there would have been no interruption at this point to the trans- 
portation of the mail by Butterfield & Company; many valuable 
lives would have been saved and the Apaches would. have been, 
taught lessons which they are beginning to learn from our troops 
located there, which will make them haye a greater respect. for 
‘the authority of our Government. There is also in successful op- . 
eration a chain of videttes from Tucson to Los Angelos in Cali- 
fornia. One great object had in view in this movement: was to 
give the Post Office Department an opportunity to. remove the. 
Overland Mail from its present rcute where in the Sierra Nevada . 
and eastward from that range of mountains to Salt Lake for 
months in the year the mailis obstructed by snows, and the Indi- 
ans West of Salt Lake and the Sioux between Salt Lake and Kan-. 
sas are more hostile and offer greater risks to the safety of the 
mails by that route than are offered by any Indians on the route 
through New Mexico. 

. I£ a daily mail should run from St. Joseph Mo., Mase or 
Leavenworth Kansas and thence by way of Topeka H Capital of 
Kansas and Santa Fe the Capital of New Mexico, it would furnish . 
mails from Fort Leavenworth to Fort Learned, Fort Lyon, Fort 
Union and to this place and save an enormous annual expence in 
the Military Department now incurred by the Military Expresa 
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which is of but little accommodation to citizens. From Santa 
Fé it should go down the Rio Grande to Mesilla; and thence over 
the Southern overland mail route to Los Angeles California: it 
would have little or nofobstruction by Indians, would absorb the 
present mail to New Mexico, would afford a daily mail to this Terri- 
tory; would absorb the present mail from Los Angeles to San Fran- 
cisco and furnish that portion of Cal. with a daily mail. It would 
ran through a country where in winter there are no obstructions by 
. snow and over which it ran in other years almost invariably inside 
. of schedule. time, "Phe commercial relations existing between 
the Pacific Coast and the Atlantic States demand a daily reliable 
mail to be transported with speed and safety; this can only be ob- 
tained by an overlaúd mail on the route which I have just indicated. 
Nó human effort can. ston the snows from blocking. the roads 
west of Salt Lake and through the Sierra Nevada, and no argument 
can show that this route through Santa Fe is not ai and practica- 
ble. - - 
In this conection I would also call your attention to thei importance 
of the adoption of such measures as you may deem in your wisdom 
necessary for the encouragement of trade by this route from the 
Eastern States of the Union to the Northern States of the Repub- 
lic of Mexico. This great trade over our Territory has for a num- 
ber of years been suspended. The Blockade of the Texas ports 
by the United States, and of the Mexican ports by thé French 
government has closed all means of egresss to the east for north- 
ern Mexico, except that which is offered through New Mexico, 
hence on the 21st of October I addressed a letter to his excellency 
the Governor of Chihuahua, Republic of Mexico, which 1 availed 
- myself of tlie opportunity to send by one of the companies of mer- 
chants and traders who left here with trains loaded with merchan- 
dise. In which letter I extended to the merchants of Mexico as- 
surances of the same protection and encouragements which are 
now enjoyed by the merchants of this Territory in. a secure tran- 
sit across New Mexico, and invited them to avil themselves of this 
route as a safe one, and to renew the opening of the great trade 
which in former years passed through this country; you will re- 
member the long white trains which in days passed traveled thro’. 
your city and wended their way down the Rio Grande, bound for 
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“the northern states of our sister Republic, and you will appreciate 
the great advantage to the western states of the Union and thenor- 
thern portion, of Mexico from a renewal of trade by this channel. 

Upon mauy of the objects to which I have deemed it my duty to 
call your attention you have no power to legislative but which are 
notwithstantding of vital importance to tlie Territory; ; they are sub- 
jects which belong exclusively to the powers and duties of the Fe- 
deral Government and to which we must appeal for relief or redre- 
ss. Such subjects have been commited into the hands of the Hon. 
“John 8. Watts, our worthy Delegate in Congress, but who however ` 
able and zealous he may be will be greatly aided by inae from 
this Honorable Legislature. ` E: 


The husbandman has drawn wealth during the past year from 
the cultivation of our fertile vallies, those engaged in Pastoral 
pursuits have realized profits in spite of the savage despoilers of 


the flocks and herds, But this wealth of the soil and mountain 
pastures sinks into insignificance when contrasted with that wealth 
which.is hidden Tmn it; those vast stores of minerals which un- . 
derlie » greater portion of this Territory; the most superficial in 
vestigations prove the existence of gold, silver, copper, lead, iron 
- and coal in abundance which should elicit from Congress an appro- ` 
priation to defray the expenses of a geological survery of New 
Mexico, which would greatly aid in revealing the untold minerel 
wealth of this country, and would aid the many citizens who are 
ongaged in the Western portion of New Mexico in this pursuit of 
gold, and give full eredence to the well authenticated reports from 
tlie Gila country that a new Eldorado has been opened in our mi- 
dst which must give an impetus to every branch of industry and 
make this a great commercial throughfare standing as we do mid- 
way between the Atlantic and Pacific where the wealth. and com- 
merce of both oceans shall pay tribute to our people, the advance- 
ment of this country is inevitable, with an industrious interprising 
and intelligent population who can portray the, fulness and pros- 
perity of that splendid des tiny which is in reserve for New Mexico, 


There are many other subjects to which my time will not permit 
me to cell your attention, which, however, will demand your con- 
sideration during the present session. In conclusion, -I beg leave to 
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say it will afford me the groatest pleasure to co- -operate with you 
in whatever will conduce to the public welfare.

To His Excellency W. F. M. Arny, 
Acting Governor of the Territory of New Mexico. 


Sir—As itis made my duty by law, to make an Annual Re- 


port to the Legislative Assembly through His Excellency, I have 
the honor to render the accompanying Annual Report of the con- 
dition of the Territorial finances for the fiscal year ending tho 
15th day of November, 1862, which shows the sum of money rc- 
ceived up to that date, to be 89, 666 51, and the amount warrants 
drawn on the Treasury during the same period, to be $6,386 08. 

I have the pleasure to inform your Excellency, and through you, 
the. Honorable Legislative Assembly, that the Territory is now 
free of debt, and that so soon as the Collectors of the counties ‘of 
. "Mora, Taos, San Miguel and Socorro, shall settle their accounts 
of revenue collected by them, with this office and pay the same 
into the Treasur y, a considerable balance will remain on hand, 
which, in my opinion, will be sufficient to pay jurors &c., who 
have not presented their claims for services rendered as such in 
-- several District Courts of this Territory. 


I beg leave to state to Your Excellency, that Wm. Bransford 
late Collector of the County of Mora, who during his term of of- 
fice as such, collected a considerable sum of revenues pertaining 
io the Territory which he failed to pay over at the time required 
by law, but during the month of August last he settled with this 
'office for the amount so held by him with the legal interest thereon, 
as will be seen by reference to the accompanying Report. 

I beg leave to draw the attention of Your Excellency particular- 
ly to a fact, in my opinion, of very great importance in the col- 
lection of revenue. - Some Officers whose duty itis made by law, 
to collect the Territorial revenue ón licenses granted by the Pro- 
bate Courts, fail to collect the amount of the licenses on their de- 


livery to the-applicant, but wait six months, a year and even lon- 
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ge before they make any return of such licenses. This is an abuse 
which may be pr omptly corrected, because it will frequently occur 
that the persons to whom such licenses are granted will close their 
business befóre called upon for payment of the license, and leave 
the County and even the Territory, thereby defr auding the county 
and the Territory of their just dues, and asa largest portion of 
our revenue arises from licenses granted to merchants, peddlers 
and dram- -shops, a faithful and honest collection and proper re- 
turn of the same is of the most vital importance to the emu 

- as well as to the different counties. 

Another abuse has been committed, to which I deem it my duty to 
call the attention of Your Excellency. The law makes it the du- 
_ty of the Auditor to draw Warrants on the Territorial Treasury 
on certificates, under seal, given by the Clerks of the District 
Courts for services rendered therein by j jurors, and in some cases 
such certificates have been given fora term when, in reality the 
Judges of said Court was not present at said term time, some of 
which I paid before 1 discovered the error, being so deceived by 
such certificates, and on being informed of such "Bang, Thaye sus- 
pended any further payments. therefore lay the matter before 
Your Exeellency, in order that the Legislative Assembly may be 
informed, and some steps may be taken to correct this abuse. 

It gives me pleasure to state to your Excelleney that the expen 
ses attending the Distriet Court for the County of Santa Fé, have 
been more than overbalanced by the fines imposed and collected 
at cach term. The greatest punctuality has been observed in 
this County by the collecting officers thereof, in making their re- 
turns and paying over the public revenues during the time I have 
had the honor of holding my present office. 

The collecting officers of the county of Doña Ana are greatly 
in arrears, not having rendered any account of revenues collected 
by them since the year 1858. I would, therefore suggest that 
sóme stringent, measure be adopted by the present Assembly to 
compel the officers to settle their accounts with this office as soon 
as possible.

Pubiic Printer," approved December 14, 18- 
57, under whose provisions this Legislature, in joint session, elec-, 
ted a Public Printer to print the publie acts of the present session 
ls a statute in full force and effect, and your committee have the, 
honor to set forth the reasons upon pum er] base this proposi-.- 
tion. | 

The reasons which the acting Governor uses. to convice himself 
that that the law is not in force your committee do not hy any 
means recognize as sufficiently authoritative or valid to annul, our 
laws. The organic law, under which this Legislative Assembly 
exercises its legislative functions, expressly declares in the sev- 
enth section that the laws passed by the Legislative Assembly and 
the Governor .shall be referred. to the.Congress of the United 
States, and if disapproved shall be null and of no effect, which 
language indubitably proves that the legitimate power and. author- 
ity to disapprove our laws is the National Congress. Your com- 
mittee further understand and admit that according to the juris- 
prudence of the United States the judicial branch is the, proper 
power of the Government to determine whether a law is-or is not 
coustitutional and your committee, in accordance with their duty 
have done their utmost to ascertain whether Congress has annull- 
ed thelaw in questión or whether the Supreme Court of this Ter- 

ritory.has declared it unconstitutional, and they find that neither 
has Congress annulled it nor has the Supreme Court declared it 
repugnant to the national constitution or the organic law. Your 
committee therefore consider the law conceraing the election of a 
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Public Printer as still remaining in-all its force and vigor; and 
your committee further state that the law has been in practical op- 
eration in this Territory for a series of years without interruption 
untillast year, when Mr. Holmes raised the question, and the 
- sum of money appropriated by Congress for printing the laws of 
this Territory, has been applied by thesever al Secretaries prede- 
tessors of Mr. Holmes in paying the Printers elected by the Leg- 
islature in conforrsity with the law now in question, thus comply- 
ing with the duty whichit appears the organic act imposes upon 
the Secretary of the Territory in regard to the application of the 
funds appropriated. for printing the laws. 

“The object which the Legislature had in view in passing the 
law now in question was, in the opinion of your committee, to fa- 
cilitate the prompt printing of the laws passed by the Legislative 
Assembly, and as this object was under the circumstances proper, 
commendable and necessary, and as it is not prohibited by the 
constitution or the organic law, itis legitimate and constitutional. 

Congresss on creating our country into a Territorial Govern- 
ment, organized under the institutions and principles of the Fed- 
eral constitution, conferred upon our people the benefits, privile- 
ges and franchises enjoyed by other citizens of the United States, 
and gave to the Territorial legislative power, authority to legis- 
- late upon all matters legitimate subjects for legislation, according 
to the principal wants of our country, only restricting an, infring- , 
ment of the constitution which is a very liberal one, leaving it 
within the prerogative of the Legislature to adapt all proper 
measures conducive to the welfare of our country, and as the 
communication of the acting Governor is in in direct opposition 
to the will of Congress, he availing himself of and abusing the 
Executive power to sustain himself as Seeretary of the Territory, 
it appears to your committee that he by this proceeding attempts 
to prevent. the Legislature of New Mexico from giving their con- 
stitutents the benefits of their experience and knowledge of their 
own country, from exercising their judgment, and from accom- 
modating according to their desires, their any to the cir- 
cumstances and local condition of the country. ' 

Your committee also report that they do not recognize any 
competent authority in the decision of any Dersrtment of the 
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Treasury of the United States to'annul any of our statutes, for ` 
they do not find any law amendatory of the organic act by which 
Congress-delegates this power, reserved by Congress to itself, to 
any ofthe Departments at Washington. 

Your eommittee further report that the reasons which the acting 
Governor calls eminently satisfactory to himself, are not satisfac- 
tory enough to us to induce us to believe that he should disregard 
our statüte, for they are not based upon a solid tenable fourida- 
tion. 

Your committe therefore recomend to your honorable body that 
it memorialize Congress upon the subject in order to. ascertain ` 
the express will of that honorable body upon a subject that 19 
working so mueh evil upon us socially. ` All of which is respeot- 
fully submitted for your deliberation by your committee.

Government your 
Honorable Body enact an amendatory Law providing for the pay- 
ment of the necessary blanks &c. by the Territorial Treasurer out 
of any funds not otherwise appropriated. This necessary appropria- 
tion will enable the officers of the Territory to make a more full 
report for this year which 1 trust will be thc means of calling the 
attention of the General Government to this subject, and induce 
prompt and efficient action for the protection of the lives and pro- 
perty of our citizens.

Gentlemen:—An act entiled “an act authorising the adminis- 
tering of oaths,” which E am informed originated in the House of 
Representatives, has been presented tome for my approval. 

I regret exceedingly to differ with your honorable body, and to 
be compelled to withhold my approval of this act. 

L do this for the following reasons: 

First. Because your icu d body in my opinion have no 
right to investigate the official conduct of any officer of the Goy- 
ernment of the United States, and in the language of the Legis- 
lature of New Mexico, passed by the Assembly of December, 
1851, I beg leave respectfully to say to you:—Though it claims 
no right to interfere in the transactions of His Excellency as Su- 
perintendent of Indian Affairs, still maintains its right as the rep-

' In the language of Brigadier General E. R. S. Canby, the late 
military commander of this Department, under date of the 22nd 
January, 1861. 

“The policy of the government towards the Indians is fully set 
forth by its laws, and the officers of the War and Indian Depart- 
ment, and the Government haye the right to SC that all citizens 
will aid and sustain its policy.” 

If you desire a change in that policy it should be obtained by a 
memorial to Congress instead of making complaints against the 
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Government officers who serve the Government at Washington, 
and who are alone amenable to the power that appointed them. 

Sond — You have a Chief Justice, a Probate Judge, severa] 
Justices of the peace and Notaries Public at Santa Fé—who are 
now authorized legally to administer oaths; hence if this act were 
in itself proper, I cannot see any pad for an act in this spe- 
cial case.

-We have repeatedly expressed this desire to 
the General Government, and, as yet, no effective steps have begi 
taken for the attainment of that object. | 
Your Memorialists, would respectfully suggest that the provis- 
ions made for education, in the different Sections of the Organic 
Law of New Mexico, reserving sections sixteen and thirty-six, 
when the public lands shall be survey ed, will be of very little, if 
any, service to the cause of education in this Territory, and that 
said lands, when surveyed, may be of great benefit to the Gov- 
ernment of the United States. 
Your Memoriolists, believing it to have been the intention of 
Congress, in the enactment of the fifteenth Section of the Organic 
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Law and also in the enactment of the law, approved July 2nd, 
“1862, “donating Public Lands to the several States and Territo- 
ries which may provide colleges for the benefit of agriculture and 
the mechanic arts," to extend the same benefits to New Mexico, ` 
which have been conferred to other States and Territories, feel 
assured that your ‘Honorable Body, in -view of the fact-that the 
means provided, arenot now available for New Mexico, and in 
view of the particular obligation resting on the General Govrn- 
ment, to provide for the education of nearly one hundred thousand 
_ persons in New Mexico, most of whom have been transferred from 
another government to the United States, under the promise of 
having ‘their condition greatly improved by the change, will not 
hesitate to grant ample means at once applicable to an object of - 
such vital importance to the interests of the SE and of the 
General Government. 
.. Your Memorialists, therefore pray that, in Mon of the land à ap- 
propriated proposed to be-reserved for the establishment of an in- 
dustrial college and schools, a sum of money be appropriated as 
an educational tind: for the Territory of New Mexico, and. that 
said fund be placed under the control and direction of a Board of 
Education, which shall consist of the Governor, Secretary and 
the Judge of the Supreme"Court of this Territory, for the time be- 
ing. Official estimates assign to this Territory one hundred and 
twenty-seven millions acres of public land; of this land, the Or- 
ganic Act grants, to thé uses of education in this Territory, two 
sections out of every thirty-six , or one ei ighteenth part out of the 
whole, at the Government price, of land subject to private"entry; 
this eighteenth part, if sold at that price, would yield eight mill. 
iong, seven hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 

- Your Memorialists, do not expect that Congress will see ft to 
commute for the price above stated, of the lands sét apart for 
schools: in this Territory; a grant of money, much less liberal 
than this large amount, would suffice for the object we have «in 
view. Â grant to carry out the intentions of Congress, as man- 
ifested in the quantity’ of land. assigned for the purpose of educa: 
tion as well as effectually to serve the cause we advocate, ought 
to bear no very inconsiderable portion to the sum before mention- 
ed as the future proceeds of the land granted. - 
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The sum of one hundred thousand dollars, for the establish- 
ment of an industrial college, at Santa Fé, the Capital of our 
Territory, and of one million of dollars, in lieu of these lands.-— 
the interest to be paid annually over to. a board of education, com- 
posed, as we have suggested, which we consider to be sufficient, 
for the purpose intended. ` | 

A grant of the interest annually of such | sums will, we trust, not 
be deemed extravagant by your Honorable Body, considering the 
number of persons for whom provision is to be made, Upon 
the importance of immediate action, looking at the vital question 
involved in it, and the obligations voluntarily taken by.the Gov- 
ernment of the United States, in reference to it, we need not fur- ` 
ther enlarge. |

Your Memorialists the Council and House of’ Sortien 
of the Territory of New Mexico, ‘respectfully represent, that by 
the act of Congress entitled “An Act to provide a temporary Gov: 
ernment for the Territory of Color ado” approved. February 28, 
1861, that District then constituting a part of New Mexico, lying 
East of the Sierra Madre and between the 37th and 38th parallels 
of latitude, is inéluded in, and made part of theiTerritory of Col- - 
orado;" that no provision has been made by law for ascêrtaining 
and marking upon the face of the Earth, the boundary line be- 
tween, said Territory. of Colorado and this Territory; That the 
37th parallel of North latitude constituted by the above act the 
boundary line ain the two Territories, itis believed, divides 
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the settlements in the Valley of the Rio Grande, rendering it un- 
certain which Territory is entitled to jurisdietion on them; that 
mach inconvenience to the inhabitants has arisen in consequence 
of this uncertainty; that your memorialists are informed and have 
good reason to believe that the Territory of Colorado is now ex- 
ercising jurisdiction on a considerable Territory south of their 
true boundary, and within the limits of this Territory. 

Your Momorialists desirous of avoiding all controversy with the 
Territory of Colorado upon the question of boundary, respectful- 
ly ask that Congress will at its present session, provide by law, for 
the running and marking the boundary line between this Territo- 
| Ty and the Territory of Colorado.

Memorial of the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
New Mexico to Honorable Post Master General. | 


- Your Memorialists, the Council and House of Representatives 
of the Territory of New Mexico im session assembled, respectful- 
ly represent to the Hon. Post Master General of the United States 
that the Atlantic cities and California on the Pacifie coast, as 
well as the Western States and the Territories west of the Mis- 
souri river, as also the communication with the States of Old Mex- 
ico, demand an increase of service on the establishment of an 
overland mail route through New Mexico to San Francisco, Cali- 
fornia. 

This subject was considered of so much interest to the whole 
country, that last winter Gen. George Wright commanding the 
Department of the Pacific submitted to the General-in-Chief a 

proposition to have the Southern overland mail route opened by 
volunteers from California, and to have certain Forts in New Mex- 
ico, then held by the rebels, occupied by our troops. General 
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McClellan acceded to this, and Brigadier General Carleton was 
directed to organize and conduct a military expedition from Cali- 
fornia across the great desert, to the Rio Grande to give practical 
effect to the proposition. This duty was ably performed and we 
have now in our midst this distinguished Officer, with his brave 
command, and loyal troops, from California now occupy Mesilla, 
and Tucson, Arizona, and General Carleton has very wisely es- 
tablished a Postin the Apache Pass, which commands the spring, 
with a garrison of sufficient force to keep the Indians from the 
water and thus make them abandon the locality. This Passis on ` 
thé great. thoroughfare, to California, and has to be gone through 
by all persons traveling by the Southern, route, in consequence of 
the water which is to be had in it. The Indians understood this, 
and they have for several years been in the habit of committing 
murders and rebberies in that vicinity, upon travelers. This cafi- 
on, or pass is about four miles long, and the- mountains on eith- 
er side are precipitous and high, which enables the savages to con- 
cealthemselves and make their attacks from above and under 
covert;, upon no consideration will the Indians in the future be 
permitted to occupy the place. Had a military post been estab- 
lished here long ago, there would have been no interruption at 
at this point, to the transportation of the mail by Butterfield & 
Co., many valuable lives would have been saved and the Apaches - 
would have been taught lessons which they are now begining to 
learn from our troops, located here, which will make thém have a 
greater respect for the authority of our Government. There ig 
also in operation a chain of videttes from Tucson to Los Angeles 
in California. One great object had in view in this movement, 
was to give the Post Office Department an opportunity to remove. 
. the Overland mail from its present route, where in the Sierra Ne- 
vada and eastward from that range of mountains to Salt Lake, for 
months inthe year the mail rou.e is obstructed by snows and the 
Indians west of Salt Lake, and the Sioux between Salt Lake and 
Kansas are more hostile, and offer greater risks to the safety of 
the mails by that route, than are offered by any Indians on the 
route through New Mexico. 

If a daily mail should run from St. Joseph, Mo., Atchison or 
Leavenworth, Kansas, and thence by way of Topeka, the capital 
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of Kansas, and Santa Fé, the capital of New Mexico, it would 
furnish mails from Fort eege to Fort Larned, Fort Lyon, 
Fort Union and this place, and save an enormous annual expense 
in the military department, now incurred by the military Express, . 
which is of but little accommodation to citizens. - From Santa 
Féit would go down the Rio -Grande to Mesilla and thence over 
the southern overland mail route to Los Angeles, California, it 
would have little or no obstruetions by Indians, would absorb the 
present mail route to New Mexico, would afford a daily mail to 
this Territory oud absorb the. present mail from Los Angeles 
to San Francisco, and furnish that portion of California with a 
“daily mail. Tt would run through a country where in winter, 
there are no obstructions by snow, and over which it ran in other 
years,.almóst invariably inside of schedule time, The commercial: 
relations existing between the Pacific coast and the Atlantic 
States, demand a reliable mail to be transported with speed and 
safety; this can only be obtained by an overland mail in the 
route just indicated. No human effort can stop the snows from 
blocking-up the roads west of Salt Lake and through the Sierra 
Nevada, and no argument can show that this route through Santa 
Fé is not safe and. practicable. 
Your Memorialists, ask that the overland mail be established 
on this route, as the best and most reliable one. | 
: Your Memorialists also: ask that a semi-weekly mail service 
may be established between Santa Fé, the. capital of this Terri- 
tory and the city of Denver,. Colorado Territory, by way of Fort 
Garland. These mail routes will give us a direct line of commu- 
nication between the Territories of the Rocky Mountains, and ` 
what is of more importance, between the Pacific and Atlantic 
States.

During the past year the reports made 
under oath to the Justices of the Pr ce of the respective precincts, 
which reports are on file in ihe Ofute of the Sectétary of the Ter- 
ritory, are comprized in the following summary:

Memorial to the Hon. Senate and House of Representatives 
ef the Congress of the United States. 


Your Petitioners, the Couneil and House ef Representatives of 
the Legislative Assembly of New Mexico, respectfully represent. 
That the Territory of New Mexico now is, and always has been, 
surrounded by wild; savagê, and barbarous tribes of Indians, a- 
mong which are the Navajoes, the Utahs, the Apaches, Coman- 
ches and Kiowas. These tribes kave no fixed abodes, but roam 

- over the vast extent of Territory, which is éommonly called their 
“country. With the exception of the Navajoes, none of them have 
ever engaged in industrial pursuits by which to procure for them- 
selves a subsistence. All have depended on the chase and pilla- 
ge for the means of supplying their wants. The gáme has been 
rapidly disappearing in latter years and has now become an ex- 
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ceedingly precarious Source upon which to depend. In the same 
ratio as this source diminishes does the reliance upon pillage in- 
crease. The damaging effects of this system of Indian plunder, 
are daily felt by the people of New Mexico. They labor and 
produce, but the Indians consume the fruits of their toil. Al- 
most every branch of industry known io the country is crippled 
and retarded and in some cases entirely broken up by the ravages 
“of these Indian tribes. In their incursions upon the settlements, 
they sweep them as it were with “the bosom of desttuction,” and 
. leave desolation in their track. Their voracity is insatiable: 

their cruelty knows no bounds; their treachery is unparalleled, 
and their barbarism is unrestrained. ` | 

. The Government has acknowledged its obligation to protest the 
citizens against the savage, and also to be a guardian of the lat». 
ter, In endeavoring to discharge this double duty, -and the obli- 
gations which devolve upon it, the Government has tested several 
methods. But all have alike failed. Nonehave-succeeded in cir- ` 
cumscribing the Indians within reasonable limits. The system of 
“present making," has rather bad a pernicious than a benefi- 
cial effect. They receive their presents one day, and rob, gteal, 
and plunder the very next. -When in the act of receiving gratui- 
ties, they manifest the most profound respect for the Govern- 
ment and its Officers; but often they do not reach their camps 
“with their presents, before they are engaged i in open acts of hos- 
tility against both. Their chiefs sign articles of peace with. the 
Agents of the Government and make the most solemn pledges that | 
the tribes shall be in all respects, faithfully governed by the sti- 
pulations. But their pledges avail nothing. - No compunctions 
. follow violated faith. To them, as to all savage tribes, moral 
responsibility is unknown, and it consequently has no influence 
in controlling their actions. These peaceful means of managing 
the Indians have proved failures. Wars with them have been 
tried also. Large numbers of soldiers have been: sent to their 
countries to chastise them. Hundreds of thousands of dollars 
have been expended from the Treasury in maintaining these In- 
Indian campaigns, which have generally been barren of results so 
far as inflicting corporeal punishments upon the Indians has been 
woncerned. Ina very large majority of instances, the army has 
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beet able to do no more, than pursue the foe, until the pursuit 
has broken down the army itself, for it is well known that Indians - 
- will not engage in open encounter with our troops, and the- faci- 
lity with which they move over a country, with which they are 
perfectly familiar enables them to:escape capture, and exhaust 
the pursuers. There is one method of - managing Indians howe- 
ver, which has proved eminently successful in almost every ins- 
tance in which it has been adopted. We refer to the reservation 
system. ` D has not only been productive. of great good to the In- 
dians in seducing them from their savage habits and pursuits, and 
instracting them i in the arts of civilized life, but it has also reliey- 
ed the whites from all the losses which must ever attend the con- 
tact of the two races, when situated as they are, in this Territory. 
Besides the humanity of the system towards the Indians, and the 
blessings it confers upon civilized man it, is beyond all doubt a 
source of economy to the Government. Where millions are ex- 
pende] in waging wars against them and providing presents for 
them, thousands would place them on reservations, and teach 
them to become a self sustaining people. i 

"Your memorialists, therefore, pray that, your Honorable Bo- 
dies will enact such Laws, and make such appropriations at the 
-present session of Congress, as will authorize and enable the In- 
dian Department to select tracts of land upon which to locate the 
above mentioned Navajo, Utah, Apache, Comanche and Kiowa 
tribes of Indians.

the subject. 

Fifteen years have now e since our Territory was received. 
as such, under the protection of the Government of thé United 
“States, and during:all that number of years our people have been 
suffering unceasingly from the loss of life and property occasion- 
ed by the incursions made upon them by the tribes of hostile in- 
dians, everywhere in our Territory, notwithstanding the vigilence 
- arid efforts of ourselves and of the military commandants. | 

Many thousands of horses, eattle and shéep, property in which 
our wealth consists have been'during the last ten years, annually 
swept from ‘among us by these barbarians. Our people lie down 
to sleep surrounded with abundance, but the rise in the, morning 
to learn that during the night they have been reduced to penu- 
ry. Such has been the condition of affairs in this Territory. for 
a series of years, and although provisions have been made by the 
Congress of the United States to reimburse such of our citizens 
as have been thus robbed by the savages of -their property, it has 
as yet been found impracticable, on account of the complicated 
requisites of the law on the subject, for those who have suffered 
the loss of millions to comply with the requirements of the law 
in force in making up their claims for indemnification. 

Your Memorialists, in view of the facts above mentioned, and 
the inipossibility of remedying them under existing laws of the 
United States, respectfully suggest the necessity of creating for 
this Territory a board of commissioners, whose duty it shall be to 
hear the complaints of our citizens, examine the testimony to it 
presented to establish their losses by. Indian depredations ln to 
determine the amount of the losses our people have suffered, s 
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that those of the people of New ? Mexico who are , rightfully entitled 
may receive their just dues under existing laws. 
And your intmorialista will ever pray, &c.

Memorial to the Honorable Senate and House of Represen- 
tatives of the Congress of the United States. 

` Your Memorialists, the Council and House of Representatives 
of the. Legislative Assembly of the "Territory of New Mexico, 
would respectfully represent that the late military condition: of 
this Territory and the military movements for its safety and de- 
fence have discovered a new and practicable route from the Rio 
Grande to Western “Arizona, to which we beg leave to urge the | 
immediate and active attention of your honorable bodies. 

"This route leaves the Rio Grande at some point near or at Fort 

Craig, and takes a southwestwardly direction down through the, 
mining regions known as the Pinos Altos, and from thence in like 
. direction until: it -intersects the former great overland mail route 
between Mesilla and Tueson at or near the Ojo de Ia Vaca. 
- -This route runs through the finest pastoral and richest mineral 
regions in New Mexico, and has a good supply of wood and wa- 
ter. lt saves in distance more than one hundred miles in reach- 
ing Western Arizona, and entirely avoids the desert of the Jorna- 
da del Muerto, a distance of ninety miles, and often without any 
water for mari or beast. - 

“The route through Los Pinos Altos is of first importance in a 
military view. It will enable the troops this side the Jornada to 
keep open and carry on communications with-all Western Arizona 
and California, even should an enemy, to the Government of the ` 
United States have armed possession of the Valley of Mesilla.— 
Your honorable bodies surely will not fail to see in this a great 
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and almost/inealeulable advantage to the Government and country. 
_ In view of the military necessity involved in opening to travel 
and loaded wagons the route mentioned, we respectfully urge 
that an immediate appropriation of one hundred thousand dollars 
be made by Congress to survey and open the route to travel and 
loaded wagons. :
